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Britain’s Export and Import Trade 
in June 


S had been forecast, there was a fall in the 

exports of United Kingdom goods in June. 

The total for that month was £65-0 million, a 
decline of £20-2 million compared with May. More 
than half of this decrease may be attributed to the 
shorter month. June had five Sundays and two 
general holidays, whereas May, with only four 
Sundays in a 31-day month, had four more working 
days. Taking 26 days (excluding Sundays) as a 
normal month, exports during this year have been 
as follows :—55, 65, 67, 75, 82, and 73 million £ 
respectively. The continuous and rapid rise in the 
rate of export since the beginning of the year was 
interrupted in June, and this seems likely to be true 
even if an adequate allowance has not been made 
for the Victory and Whitsun holidays. The present 
indications are that the export figure for July may 
well exceed the very good one for May. 

Imports in June (£102-5 million) were £13-4 million 
less than in May, this decrease being rather less than 
might have been expected as a result of the shorter 
month. Re-exports amounted to 
£3-7 million, the principal items being 
rubber (£602,000), cotton (£407,000), 
undressed fur skins (£357,000), tea (£342,000) and 
refined petroleum (£304,000). The value of retained 
imports in June (£98-7 million), notwithstanding the 
shorter month, was nearly 4 per cent. higher than the 
average for the first five months of the year. As 
compared with April (with one more working day 
than June), imports of food, drink and tobacco rose 
by £3-9 million (8 per cent.) but there were falls of 
£1-1 million (4 per cent.) for raw materials and 
£2-0 million (12 per cent.) for manufactured articles. 
Retained imports of food, drink and tobacco and of 
raw materials were substantially lower than in 
May but there was a slight increase for manufactured 
articles. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re- 
exports in June were published on July 19*. The

table on page 926 shows the summary figures for 
etained imports and British exports. 

The figures for 1945 exclude munitions, i.e. aircraft 
and other vehicles and parts (except tyres and tubes 
for road vehicles), and arms, ammunition and military 
and naval stores imported or exported by Government 
Departments. Imports of these have been negligible 
throughout this year and exports very small, so that 
the figures given in the table are substantially compar- 

mb able throughout. The export figures 
Relief also include supplies for relief and 
Exports rehabilitation in liberated — areas. 
Exports by U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.1. were for the 
first time recorded separately during June and figures 
for such shipments included among the exports and 
re-export figures can now be given. The value of 
exports by U.N.R.R.A. included in the Accounts 
during June was £2,447,000, re-exports amounting to 
£536,000. The corresponding figures for N.A.A.F.I. 
were exports £1,428,000, re-exports £33,000. In June, 
therefore, these special shipments represented 6 per 
cent. of the total for British exports. 

The comment in this article relates to our overse. 
trade in June. A more detailed review of trade in the 
second quarter will appear in next week’s issue of the 
Board of Trade Journal. 

A comparison of the June figures with those for 
April, which had only one more working day, probably 
affords the best indication of the relative progress of 

, the various branches of our export 
Exports m trade. Exports were £4-4 million 
Detail (2 per cent. on a daily basis) less than 
in April, the decrease being shared by all classes. 
Exports of food, drink and tobacco fell by £0-9 million 
(one sixth), raw materials by £1-1 million (one third), 
and manufactured articles by £2-3 million (4 per cent.), 
the latter, on a daily average basis, showing no 
appreciable change. 

Apart from fruit and vegetables, the June figure for 
which was almost entirely due to consignments of 
potatoes to Germany (35,000 tons), and beverages, the

April figure for which was low, exports in all the food 
drink and tobacco groups showed decreases. Exports 
of tobacco and miscellaneous foodstuffs were the lowest 
by value since November and March 1945 respectively. 
The quantity of coal exported was smaller than for any 
month since last August, though somewhat higher than 
May on a daily basis. Major reductions among raw 
materials were recorded for seeds for sowing (seasonal), 
undressed rabbit skins and wool. 


Exports of Metal Goods 


Exports of metal goods (£29:4 million) were about the 
same as in April on a daily average basis. Iron and steel and 
electrical goods were the only metal groups to show any 
increase on the April figures, and these were small. Machin- 
ery resumed its position as our largest group of exports, but 
was closely followed by vehicles. 

The rate of increase for new motor cars was maintained, 
the number exported in June (5,537) corresponding to a daily 
rate of 240 as compared with 180 in April and 210 in May. 
The numbers of motor car chassis (1.284) and commercial 
vehicles and chassis (3,220) exported were rather smaller 
than in April. There was a great falling off in exports of 
railway rolling stock of all descriptions from the high figures 
for April and May, and the total tonnage exported failed to 
reach the 1938 average. Exports of aircraft and parts, on 
the other hand, amounted to £1-1 million, the highest figure 
on record if war time exports to Allied Governments are 
excluded. 

The tonnage of machinery exported fell in June to roughly 
one-tenth below either the April figure or the pre-war 
average. The pre-war figures were exceeded for agri- 
cultural machinery, machine tools and cranes, hoists, etc., 
as they were in April. The major reduction was in boilers 
and boiler house plant. The tonnage of iron and steel goods 
exported in June (195,000 tons), though less by one quarter 
than in May, was about equal to the April figure on a daily 
average basis. As compared with April increases were 
recorded for sheets and plates, wire manufactures and rail- 
way construction material, but there were offsetting falls for 
girders and wrought tubes. The sharp increase for wireless 
apparatus shown in May was continued in June, the number 
of wireless sets exported (28,000) being 6 per cent. higher 
on a daily basis. This increase was, however, largely offset 
by a fall for electric wires and cables. Exports of non- 
ferrous metals included shipments of tin (£890,000) to the 
United States, whereas the April figure was inflated by 
abnormal exports to France (£662,000) and Russia 
(£536,000). : 


Exports of Textiles 


Exports of textiles in June (£13-7 million), though 4 per 
cent. less than in April, were about the same on a daily 
average basis. [Exports of apparel with an increase of one 
quarter were the highest by value for over 20 years, but this 
rise was more than offset by a fall of more than one-fifth 
for cotton goods. The quantities of cotton yarns, piece 
goods, and thread exported in June were in each case the 
lowest since last November. [Exports of wool tops and 
yarns were roughly the same as in April but those of woollen 
and worsted tissues and of piece goods of artificial silk were 
in each case the lowest recorded this year. 


Exports of Other Manufactures 


Kxports of chemicals, drugs, ete., were smaller than in 
April, largely as a result of reduced exports of ammonium 
nitrate ; there were increased exports of ammonium sulphate 
and copper sulphate, the former reaching the pre-war 
tonnage and the latter being three times the 1938 average. 
Apart from footwear, exports of which were more than 
double those in April mainly as a result of U.N.R.R.A. ship- 
ments, changes in the other groups of miscellaneous manu- 
factures were not very significant. 


Food and Tobacco Imports 

The value of retained imports of food in June (£52-0 
million) was 36 per cent. higher than last year’s average and, 
on a daily basis, 10 per cent. above the high May level. The 
outstanding increase compared with previous months was 
for meat, imports of which (153,000 tons) were the highest 
since November 1944. As compared with May, mutton and 
lamb (72,000 tons) rose by 28 per cent. as a result of large 
supplies from the Argentine, while imports of bacon and ham 
(26,000 tons) more than doubled, nearly the whole coming 
from Canada and Denmark. Beef imports (85,000 tons) 
decreased by 23 per cent. Dried eggs (4,600 tons), which 
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came entirely from the United States, were the highest since 
last August, being 18 per cent. above the May figure. 
Cheese imports showed a sharp fall. 

Imports of wheat, Which came almost entirely from 
Canada, amounted to 288,000 tons and were much smaller 
than in April and May, while imports of flour (45,000 tons) 
were the lowest since October. 

Imports of fruit and vegetables were higher than in May, 
largely as a result of increased supplies of Egyptian onions 
and Australian apples. As compared with recent months 
there were increased imports of wine (746,000 gallons) but 
imports were only 56 per cent. of 1938. Imports of cocoa 
and both fresh and canned fish were relatively small in June. 
Tobacco imports have been increasing steadily since the 
beginning of the year, and the value last month was the 
highest for a year; the quantity (46 million lbs.) was 60 per 
cent. above the 19388 average. 


Imports of Materials 

Retained imports of raw materials (£25-7 million) were 
about equal to the April figure on a daily basis. There were 
increases as compared with April for wood and timber and 
paper making materials, both these being essentially sea- 
sonal, and for precious and semi-precious stones. The 
increase for the last named, however, largely reflects the 
increasing extent to which imports of diamonds (mainly 
industrial) are being included in the Accounts. Imports of 
raw rubber (12,000 tons) and synthetic rubber (1,400 tons) 
were the lowest since February. ‘The substantial fall shown 
in the table for oil seeds, oils, etc., was mainly due to the 
cessation of imports of groundnuts from India, while imports 
of copra were negligible and those of linseed relatively small. 
Imports of fur skins, other than rabbit, have been falling 
steadily in recent months and were entirely responsible for 
the decrease for undressed hides and skins. 

As in previous months, refined petroleum accounted for 
more than one-third of the total value of imports of articles 
wholly or mainly manufactured. Imports in June (2938 
million galls.) were rather above the average for the pre- 
ceding months of the year, but exceeded the pre-war figure 
by 33 percent. For motor spirit, however, imports in June 
failed to reach the pre-war level though for the six months 
that level was just exceeded. There was a corresponding 
increase of one-third for imports of crude petroleur:. 
Imports of non-ferrous metals were the highest in value since 
February 1945, mainly as a result of increased supplies of 
unwrought copper from Northern Rhodesia.

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Continued Increase in Supplies of 
Consumer Goods 


URTHER additional figures of consumer goods 

supplied to the home civilian market are given in the 

accompanying table. These relate for the most part 
to periods ending in April and/or May and, along with the 
series already published on June 8, are in continuation of the 
tables published in the Board of Trade Journal for May 4, 
where spaces were left for their insertion. 

The new March/April index numbers show that improve- 
ment over earlier months continues in supplies of clothing 
other than footwear and of furniture and furnishings : 
hollow-ware, the chief representative of the hardware group 
for which new figures are given is also in bettersupply. The 
footwear index for May shows a further increase over the 
March/April figure. 

The cumulative effect of these increases is shown by 
the comparison with a year ago given in the table below. 
Monthly figures for May 1946, which are unadjusted for 
working days, have been compared with June of last year in 
preference to May as both VE Day and the Whitsun holiday 
occurred in May, 1945. In certain items figures now 
returned monthly covered a longer period in 1945; for these, 
comparison is made with the average rate of supply over the 
longer period of a year ago.

Footwear : Non-Rubber 

These figures are adjusted for the varying number of 
working days. The April total rose 2 per cent. compared 
with March and that for May by a further 6 percent. Again 
the principal increase is in men’s boots and shoes (8 per cent.), 
but all groups of leather footwear were in better supply. 


Hosiery 

Seasonal trends were evident in the March /April figures. 
All types of socks and stockings showed an increase over 
January/February except girls’ gym. stockings and children’s 
3 T.O.T. socks, which both reflected seasonal declines. The 
greatest increase was in men’s (43 per cent.). Changes in 
underwear were relatively slight, decreases in supplies of 
pants, knickers, etc., being off-set by increases in vests— 
again a seasonal movement. Supplies in boys’ and girls’ 
outerwear also declined. 


Cloth for Clothing 

The supply of wool cloth in April was 14 per cent. above 
the previous peak in November last, despite the Easter 
holidays, while that in May was 21 per cent. higher than 
in April. 

The total of non-wool cloth in April was 5 per cent. above 
the previous peak in January and 63 per cent. higher than in 
March in spite of holidays. Cotton and linen cloth increased 
by 2} per cent. and rayon and nylon by 13 per cent. com- 
pared with March. 


Household Textiles 
Supplies of blankets, both wool and cotton, showed a 
slight seasonal decline in March/April as compared with the 


two previous months. Sheets, on the other hand, increased 
by 15 per cent. and towels by 3 per cent.

February/March figures for mattresses showed an increase 
of 18 per cent. compared with the previous 4-monthly 
period ; those for bolsters and pillows also rose by 21 per 
cent. and for quilts by 13 per cent. over the same period. 


Utility Furniture 
Supplies adjusted for working days reached new high 


levels with an advance of 11 per cent. in April and a further 
11 per cent. in May.

HE Board of Trade have made a new Order, The 

Cutlery, Spoons and Forks (Control) Order 1946*, 

which consolidates the Cutlery, Spoons and Forks 
(Control) Order 1944 and the subsequent amendmentsf, 
making the following changes :— 


The Article which requires a manufacturer to mark 
his goods has been amended to allow him to use his 
registered trade mark instead of or as well as his name or 
the number notified to him by the Board of Trade. 


Spoons and forks made wholly of plastic material are 
no longer subject to licence under this Order and may be 
manufactured and supplied without restriction. 


The fact that plastic spoons and forks are now freed 
from control does not mean that supplies of plastic materials 
are unlimited. Certain raw materials are still in short 
supply. 

Detailed specifications are now provided for large table 
knives in carbon steel with plastic handles (which must 
be marked XCS) and large table knives in stainless steel 
with plastic handles (which must be marked XSS).

Business Training Scheme 


The first general business courses in the Government’s 
Business Training Scheme (which was described in the 
Board of Trade Journal of May 11) opened in five centres 
in London on April 29. This month, the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service announce, these first courses 
will be completed, and their 168 students will go forward to 
suitable posts in business, where it is hoped they will be 
able, in most cases, to complete their training by practical 
work in a specialized business course within the firm with 
which they hope to make their career. 

The completion of the first general courses marks the 
first step in an important country-wide experiment in the 
settlement in business of ex-servicemen. There are now 
over a thousand students taking the general business course 
established by the Ministry of Education and the Scottish 
Education.

Claims by Victims of Nazi 


Oppression 


he Control Office for Germany and Austria announce 


that arrangements have been made which will enable 
persons resident in the British Commonwealth and British 
citizens elsewhere, who have claims in respect of property 
of which they were dispossessed by Nazi persecution or 
discrimination, to forward their claims to Germany through 
official channels. These arrangements extend to claims in 
respect of property in all Zones in Germany. The British 
authorities will pass claims to property in other Zones to 
the appropriate authority in the Zone concerned. 


It is requested that claims be prepared in quadruplicate, 
two copies being in English and two in German, to include 
all relevant information expressed as concisely as possible. 
In particular the following details should be given: The 
Kreis in which the property is (this should be clearly 
marked at the top of the paper), or is believed to be located, 
the name and address of the person believed to be in 
possession of it, description to assist identification, esti- 
mated value, the circumstances in which, the grounds on 
which and by whom the property was seized or confiscated, 
and any payment made for it. 


Claims should be addressed to: Control Office for 
Germany and Austria, Overseas Registry, R.14 Norfolk 
House, St. James’s Square, London, S.W.1, and be marked 
‘* Internal Loot ’’ in the top left-hand corner of the envelope. 


Attention is drawn to the fact that even though persons 
may already have been in correspondence with the Control 


Office, the Trading with the Enemy Department, or any 
other Government Department, they should nevertheless 
take advantage of these facilities if they wish their claims 
to go forward to Germany. 


It is emphasized that in making these arrangements the 
Control Office is concerned only to provide claimants, in 
the absence of normal postal facilities to Germany, with 
an opportunity for placing details of their claims on record 
with the appropriate authorities in Germany pending the 
establishment of machinery for dealing with them—a 
matter now under joint consideration by the occupying 
Powers. 


No correspondence can be entered into with regard to 
these claims. nor can the British Element of the Control 
Commission undertake to provide reports on the properties. 


Arrangements are under discussion for the extension of 
similar facilities to non-British persons residing outside the 
British Commonwealth who have claims to property in the 
British Zone.

Below is a selection of questions of interest to trade and industry answered in the House of Commons 


MONDAY JULY 15 


Clothing Retail Prices 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir Stafford Cripps, 
was asked if he would state the average retail prices as at 
June 30, or nearest convenient date, for comparable articles 
of clothing in the years 1918 to 1925, inclusive, and in the 
years 1945 and 1946. He replied that, taking July 1914 as 
100, the figures for the clothing component of the Cost of 
Living Index on July 1 for each of the years mentioned were 
as follows :— 


1918 320 
1919 360 
1920 425 
1921 290 
1922 240 
1923 220 
1924 225 
1925 230 
1945 3474 
1946 345 (June 1) 


The clothing component of the Index covered cloth as well 
as clothing. It was not possible to give comparable prices 
for individual items of clothing. 


Export of Oils, Fats and Greases 

It was stated that 17,000 tons of unmanufactured or 
mainly unmanufactured oils; fats and greases, valued at 
£1-3 million were recorded as exported in the nine months 
ended May 1946. Of these exports, Belgium received 52 per 
cent. by quantity, France and the United States 6 per cent. 
each, and Eire, Denmark, the Netherlands and Yugoslavia 
between 3 and 4 per cent. each. In addition, 15,000 tons of 
margarine, valued at £1-2 million, were exported in the 
period, 60 per cent. by quantity going to France and 23 per 
cent. to Belgium. The bulk of these exports were relief 
supplies to liberated countries in Europe. 


Industrial Floor Space 

Asked if he would state the total amount of industrial 
floor space released and returned to industry during April, 
May and June; and how much still remained in Govern- 
ment possession, the President replied that 29-1 million 
square feet were so released, and 73 million square feet still 
remained under requisition by Government Departments. 


Pointing of Footwear 

In view of the fact that women’s cheap rubber-soled shoes 
were unsaleable, a questioner asked if the President would 
consider making all cheap women’s shoes retailed under 20s. 
a pair free of coupons so as to clear out these bad stocks. 
The President said that he would certainly consider the 
suggestion. 

Replying to another question he said that although pro- 
duction of children’s footwear was improving, he could not 
agree that supply now exceeded demand and would not 
therefore take the coupons off children’s shoes. 

He further stated that he had under consideration the 
general question of the pointing of footwear, and he expected 
to make an announcement shortly. 


Footwear Repairs 

The President stated that the maximum charges for foot- 
wear repairs were less than 40 per cent. above the level of 
charges in August 1939. The recent increase of approxi- 
mately 3 per cent. was allowed after the Central Price 
Regulation Committee had investigated the effect of increases 
in the costs of labour and material. He regretted that he 
could not abandon the licensing of footwear repairers until 
leather supplies improved, nor would such a course lead to a 
reduction in price. On the contrary, it would almost 
certainly lead to an increase. 


Cigarette Supplies 

Owing to the reduction in the overseas requirements of 
the Services for cigarettes an increase from 115 per cent. to 
120 per cent. had been authorized in the clearances from 
bond of leaf for the home trade, it was stated. This would 
allow increased supplies of cigarettes to reach the shops as 
soon as possible after the home trade manufacturers had 


made the necessary arrangements for increased production, 


Leather Prices 

No particular increase was contemplated in the prices of 
leather to footwear manufacturers, it was stated. Some 
increase might take place in certain other cases. 


Exports of Steel Tubes 

The President stated that exports of steel tubes were 
limited by the overall amount of steel for all purposes which 
could be made available for export. So far as the allocation 
of steel to the Board of Trade was concerned, the proportion 
available for the production of tubes for export had been 
agreed with the industry. 


Soviet Trade Delegation 

The President stated that he was in touch with the new 
Head of the Soviet Trade Delegation who had recently 
arrived in this country, but he was not yet in a position to 
make a statement. 


Export of Bicycle Tyres 

Approximately 25 per cent. of the production of new 
bicycle tyres were now being exported, of which about 15 per 
cent. represented tyres fitted to bicycles, it was stated. 


Soviet Soft Woods 

The President stated that the Soviet authorities had been 
aware for a very long time that in 1946 we should wish to 
purchase large quantities of soft wood from them, and since 
August 1944 had been aware of our requirements. He was 
in constant touch with the Soviet Trade Delegation on this 
matter but they had not so far found themselves in a position 
to make any firm offer. 


Timber Imports from U.S.S.R. 

Asked what was the value and the quantity of the timber 
imports to the United Kingdom from the U.S.S.R. for the 
12 months ended June 30, 1944, 1945 and 1946, respectively, 
the President circulated the following figures :—

Boot and Shoe Working Party 

The President said that he expected to receive the Boot 
and Shoe Working Party Report towards the end of this 
week. He hoped that it would be published in the course 
of August. 


Mantle Factory near Cardiff 

The President was asked what reasons led to the refusal 
by his department to allow the Co-operative Wholesale 
Society to build a mantle factory on ground that was pur- 
chased at Taff’s Well, near Cardiff. He replied that this 
project would have needed an initial labour force of some 
800 women, increasing to 1,000. Building programmes had 
already been approved for the Pontypridd-Rhondda area 
which would fully absorb the female labour force likely to 
become available. Consequently, he could not agree to the 
introduction of a project which would add to the potential 
deficit of women workers to the prejudice of the existing 
programme. It was for these reasons that the C.W.S. were 
invited to consider alternative locations for this scheme. 
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The question of the best use to which the site could be put 
was receiving further consideration. 


Flax Crops 

The President stated that on May 31, 1946 there was on 
the farms an estimated weight of 37,000 tons of flax 
grown under contract during 1944 and 1945. The quantity 
outstanding from 1944 was very small. 

Until the crop was processed, the actual tonnages of 
fibre and seed involved could only be estimated. On the 
basis of average yields, the weight of fibre to be expected 
was approximately 2,400 tons and of seed approximately 
3,300 tons. 


Wood Pulp Imports 

Discussions in regard to supplies of pulp for paper- 
making from Norway and Sweden for the next 12 months 
were proceeding but it was clear that the supply position 
would continue to be difficult, it was stated. 


Soap Export 

The President was asked if he was aware that Messrs. 
Cussons, Sons & Company, Limited, of Kersal Vale, 
Manchester, had been granted a licence to export £100,000 
value of toilet soap to the U.S.A.; and, in view of the 
recent cut in supplies to British housewives, if he would 
cancel this licence and reserve all available supplies to the 
home market. 

He replied that in December last, this firm enquired 
whether a licence would be granted for the export of special 
toilet soap to the U.S.A. In view of the special advantages 
to our export trade, they were informed, after consultation 
with the Ministry of Food, that a licence would be granted. 

The firm did not apply for a licence, however, until 
July 2 and, as matters then stood he was not prepared to 
grant the licence. The firm had been informed accordingly. 


Cotton Control 

The President was asked if, in view of the fact that the 
period of notice to the cotton trade was extended until 
September 30, he would state, in order to relieve anxiety 
in the trade, in what form he proposed to continue control 
after October 1. He replied that he assumed that the 
question referred to the control of raw cotton supplies. 
The only change proposed to be made at September 30 was 
that the distribution of raw cotton to spinners or their 
buying brokers would be carried out direct by the Cotton 
Control instead of through the agency of the cotton trade 
merchants as at present. Notifications of this change had 
already been made to the trade. 


He was also asked whether he would authorize an official 
ballot, on the usual democratic lines, of all the cotton 
spinners to ascertain how many were in favour of making 
their purchases under the pre-war system of trading and 
how many were in favour of making their purchases from a 
central buying commission under Government control. 
He replied that he would not. 

Another questioner wanted to know in view of the fact 
that the removal of price controls in America had caused 
cotton prices to rise there, what steps he had taken to 
secure supplies of cotton for the British consumer by dealing 
in futures ; in which markets; and to what amounts. The 
President said that large stocks of cotton were held by the 
Control in the United Kingdom and in certain overseas 
countries. Further purchases were made from time to time 
in the light of requirements and market conditions. These 
supplies could be secured without the Control dealing in 
futures. In accordance with normal selling practice in the 
United States, offers by shippers of American cotton were 
made at prices related to New York market futures quota- 
tions. 


Perambulator Springs 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. John Wilmot, said that in 
spite of high current production there was a shortage of 
steel strip to meet all requirements, but he was not aware 
of complaints from the perambulator spring manufacturers. 


Hand Tools 

Mr. Wilmot said that the output of hand tools was 
greater than before the war, but the demand for them to 
make up war-time arrears and to meet the requirements 
of the building programme had out-stripped this increase 
in supply. Production was still to some extent limited by 
shortage of labour, but he was doing his best to improve 
the position. 


Motor Car Production 

The Minister of Supply was asked whether he expected 
to reach his target figures for the production of 370,000 
private motor cars and 150,000 commercial vehicles for 
the year 1946. He replied that actual production of private 
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cars during the first five months of this year, together with 
forecasts for the rest of the year, suggested that the out- 
come would not be far short of the target. There was, 
at present, no reason to suggest that the target of 150,000 
commercial vehicles would not be reached. 


Motor Advisory Council 

Mr. Wilmot said that the National Advisory Council 
for the Motor Manufacturing Industry was a permanent 
advisory body designed to provide a means of regular 
consultation between the Government and the motor 
manufacturers on matters arising from time to time. Its 
deliberations were confidential and it would not normally 
be appropriate to publish its proceedings. He would, 
however, naturally consider in regard to any special reports 
he might receive from the Council whether publication was 
desirable. 


Motor Car Prices 

The Minister of Supply was asked whether he was aware 
that new motor cars which had only been run a few miles 
were being resold at exorbitant prices; and whether he 
would take steps to prevent this by prohibiting the resale 
of new motor cars within a year of their purchase at more 
than the price paid for them when new. He replied that 
he understood that the Motor Trade Association was 
taking steps designed to prevent sales of this kind. 


Royal Ordnance Factories 

The Royal Ordnance Factories maintained at present, 
it was stated, were located at:—Birtley, Bishopton, 
Blackburn, Bridgwater, Cardiff, Chorley, Dalmuir, Drigg, 
Enfield, Fazakerley, Glascoed, Hayes, Irvine, Leeds 
Maltby, Nottingham, Patricroft, Pembrey, Poole, Radway 
Green, Swynnerton, Wigan and Woolwich. 

It would be contrary to established practice to give 
details of the production of the individual factories, but 
civil work was being taken on where capacity was available 
and the total value of civil orders now on hand amounted 
to some £5,250,000.

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Industrial Coal 

The Minister of Fuel and Power, Mr. Emanuel Shinwell, 
was asked if he could yet give an assurance that sufficient 
stocks of industrial coal would be available to enable 
British industry to be fully employed during the winter. 
He replied that it was clearly not possible to give a definite 
assurance of the kind asked for, but he would try by every 
possible means to ensure that British industry would have 
the fuel it needed next winter. 


Petrol Pumps 

Mr. Shinwell stated that so far as he was aware there 
were no stocks of petrol sealed off in the petrol pumps of 
this country. 


Animal Feeding Stuff Exports 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. A. Marquand, 
said that the value of animal feeding stuffs, other than 
grain, exported in May 1946 was £92,600. The correspond- 
ing figures for 1944 and 1945 were £600, and £3,700, 
respectively. 


Fur Imports 

The President stated that in the twelve months ended 
April 1939, imports of fur skins, other than rabbit skins, 
amounted to 3,900 tons, valued at £11,042,000 and exports 
of fur clothing were valued at £106,000. Imports of fur 
skins in the twelve months ended April 1946 amounted 
to 2,100 tons, valued at £8,471,000, of which 41 per cent. 
by value was from the United States and 22 per cent. from 
Canada. Exports of fur clothing during the same period 
were valued at £104,000, of which Canada received 5 per 
cent. and other dollar countries negligible amounts. 


South African Gold 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Hugh Dalton, 
stated that an agreement had been concluded under which 
the South African Reserve Bank would sell not less than 
£80,000,000 worth of gold to the Bank of England for each 
of these two years, 1946 and 1947, at a price of 172s. 6d. per 
fine ounce. This price, which was 3d. more than the price 
of 172s. 3d. which was paid by the Bank of England for other 
newly-mined gold, had been determined by reference to the 
cost of the shipment of gold from Cape Town to New York 
and took into account existing freight and insurance charges. 
This price was appropriate only to the special circumstances 
of South African gold and had no significance whatsoever 
with regard to our general gold price or exchange policy. 
This price of 172s. 6d. was subject to adjustment in the event 
of a change in the middle sterling dollar rate or in the net 
United States buying price for gold. The Bank of England 
would provide the Union of South Africa’s requirements of 
foreign currencies against sterling. 


WEDNESDAY JULY 17 


Golf Balls 

Asked if he was aware of the shortage of golf balls ; and if 
he would state the percentage of the total production which 
was allowed for free sale in this country, the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. J. W. Belcher, replied 
that he was aware of the shortage, but he was glad to say 
that output was increasing. The answer to the second part 
of the question was 55 per cent. 


Beech for Heels 

Mr. Belcher said that he was aware that manufacturers of 
wood heels were not getting all the beech they needed. This 
was due, not to any preference given to other industries, but 
to a general shortage of supplies. 

Home grown beech was scarce because of the very heavy 
inroads made into available supplies during the war. Every 
effort was being made to obtain imported beech from all 
possible sources; and it was hoped that, in particular, 
increasing quantities would become available from Germany. 


Timber Imports 

In the first five months of 1946, 15,200 tons of timber 
were imported from Germany. The figures for June were 
not yet available, it was stated. 


Biscuit Exports 

Mr. Marquand said that 86,500 tons of biscuits were 
exported from the United Kingdom in the twelve months 
ended May, 1946. 


Watering Cans 

Mr. Belcher said that the manufacturers of watering cans 
had promised to do all they could to improve supplies, but 
they were handicapped by shortage of labour and of steel in 
the appropriate gauges. 
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Women’s and Maids’ 
Underwear and Nightwear 


HE Board of Trade are issuing the Utility Apparel 

(Women’s and Maids’ Underwear and Nightwear) 

(Consolidation) Directions 1946*. These Directions, 
which came into force on July 19, consolidate and replace 
the existing No. 3 Directions (S.R. & O. 1944 No. 158 as 
amended by S.R. & O. 1944 No. 479). 

After consultation with the trade, a new description of 
sizes has been adopted. Instead of letters, with the addition 
in certain instances of the figure (I), a new system of numbers 
only has been used, e.g. sizes S.W., W., W(1) will in future 
be known as sizes 32, 34 and 36. The range of sizes for most 
of the garments has been extended. For convenience, 
tables of equivalent sizes for each type of garment are given 
in Part II of the Second Schedule. 

This new system permits a more exact description of the 
actual size of the garment and it is hoped that it will be of 
considerable assistance to buyers for the export as well as 
for the home markets. The Directions provide that the size 
labels to be attached to garments must be marked with the 
appropriate size number, but the addition of the letters 
W., O.S., ete., is optional. 

All minimum measurements have been reviewed in the light 
of experience gained from the operation of Related Specifica- 
tion No. 2 (now revoked) but only a few minor alterations 
have proved necessary. 

Special attention is drawn to the fact that the measure- 
ments specified are minima, and that manufacturers are free 
to exceed them by as much as they wish, since maximum 
yardages are no longer scheduled. 

Other alterations include the addition of more cloths for 
many types of garments, separate ceiling prices for pantees 
and briefs, separate ceiling prices for long-sleeved and short- 
sleeved nightdresses and pyjamas as well as for all garments 
made from 1005/1 and 1005/2, and special price increases to 
cover the addition of embroidery or lace to certain garments 
when made from certain cloths if the prime cost of these 
additions exceeds a specified amount. There is a prohibi- 
tion on four types of seams, one of which is a seam made with 
a single thread chain stitching. The normal types of 
elasticating machines are not affected by this as two threads 
are used per needle. 

It will be noticed that the table of minimum measurements 
and making-up requirements may be detached from the rest 
of the Directions for use by designers or others in workrooms.

Cutlery Imports 
The extension, recently announced, of the token import 
arrangements to the United States of America meant that in 
a full year imports of cutlery from that country would be 
admitted up to the value of about £5,000, it was stated. 


Wool Consumption 

The President was asked if he was aware that the fall in 
the home consumption of wool from 75-8 million pounds in 
March to 63-4 million pounds in April was due to the un- 
satisfactory working of the Wool Control ; and what steps 
he was taking to alter this situation. Mr. Belcher replied 
that he was not aware of any such thing. The figures 
quoted included both consumption and stocking up by 
merchants and manufacturers. Consumption in April was 
estimated to have been 51 million pounds, slightly higher 
than in March. 


Working Boots 

The President stated that he was considering the general 
question of the pointing of footwear. Heavy working boots 
were one of the mainitems he hadin mind. We had already 
given permission for the unlimited export of these boots, and, 
if he found he could make some coupon concession, the 
employment position in this industry would, no doubt, be 
further benefited. 


Exports by U.N.R.R.A. 

Mr. Marquand stated that exports by U.N.R.R.A. had not 
been separately recorded. A precise figure could not there- 
fore be given, but such exports had represented about 
three per cent. of the total exports in the year ended May 
1946. No reliable estimate could be made of the percentage 
of total exports represented by N.A.A.F.I. supplies, but it 
was known to be considerable—probably larger than that 
for U.N.R.R.A.

Heavy Bends for Repair 


Purposes 


A statement has been made to the Shoe and Leather Trade 
Press that repairers frequently complain to their merchants 
regarding the proportion of heavy weight bends offered to 
them and in some cases have even refused to take their fair 
share of these bends. It may not be generally appreciated 
by repairers that in spite of the almost complete cessation of 
service contracts, this country is still receiving approxi- 
mately the same proportion of heavy hides as it was when a 
large proportion of the 12/up lb. bends went tor Service 
contracts. The reason for this is that the Leather Control 
has had to take whatever hides were available and has been 
unable to obtain the proportion of light hides which it would 
have liked to purchase. In these circumstances it is in- 
evitable that there should be a substantial proportion of the 
allocation of sole leather for repair purposes in 12/14 and 
14/up lb. bends and it follows that repairers must expect to 
take their fair share of these heavy weight bends. 

Merchants receive a concession when buying heavy bends, 
e.g. 100 Ibs. of 14/16 lb. bends count only as 75 lbs. against 
licences. This concession is passed on by merchants to 
repairers to ensure that their quota will provide approxi- 
mately the same area of leather or number of soles 
irrespective of the weight of the bends. 





Control of Cinematograph Film 


As foreshadowed in- their recent announcement dated 
June 29, the Board of Trade have now issued a formal 
General Licence* which will decontrol all types of 35 m.m. 
cinematograph film except news-reel prints for exhibition 


in the United Kingdom. Subject to that exception, therefore, 
the necessity for individual licences to supply or acquire 
such film will now be formally removed. 

With the same exception as respects news reels, this 
Licence also decontrols all types of sub-standard cinema- 
tograph film (including 16 m.m. sound prints—a further 
relaxation of the control which was not foreshadowed in 
the previous announcement dated June 30).

Technical Staff Training 


Amongst the various questions considered at a recent 
meeting of the Electrical Engineering Committee were 
proposals for securing employment for men who joined the 
Technical Branches of the Forces immediately on graduation 
and are now being demobilized. They have not previously 
had industrial experience, but many have had the advantage 
of commissioned service in Technical Corps and have shown 
qualities of leadership and initiative which should be of 
great value to industry. Suggestions made by the Com- 
mittee are likely to lead to experimental schemes of training 
in industrial concerns with a view to preparing these 

‘ ex-service personnel for responsible posts after training. 
The Committee realize that adequate pay arrangements will 
be required in order to make training schemes of this kind 
economically practicable. 

The Committee stressed the importance of developing 
still further the close co-operation which already exists 
between the Ministry of Labour’s Technical and Scientific 
Register and the Professional Engineers Appointments 
Bureau, and expressed the hope that Industry generally 
would make use to the fullest possible extent of the facilities 
offered by the Register. 
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South Wales Mines and 
Quarries Division 


HE Ministry of Fuel and Power announce that as 

from July 1, 1946, the South Wales Mines and Quarries 

Inspection Division will be divided into four Districts, 
each in charge of a District Inspector as set out in the table 
below. 


Mr. P. T. Jenkins will continue as Divisional Inspector 
to be in general charge of the four Districts for purposes 
of higher supervision, but as from the date mentioned 
industrialists are requested to address to the appropriate 
District Inspector all such notices and correspondence as 
would hitherto have been sent to the Divisional Inspector. 


This change is being made in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the Royal Commission on Safety in Coal 
Mines, 1935-38 in favour of a larger number of smaller 
inspection districts in the interests of more efficient and 
authoritative inspection. 


The Minister hopes that it will enable the Inspector in 
charge of each District to get into much closer personal 
touch with the mines and quarries in his District, and their 
managements, than has hitherto been possible for the 
Divisional Inspector in charge of a large area. At the same 
time the experience and advice of the Divisional Inspector 
will continue to be available.

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National Coal Board 
Constituted 


HE Ministry of Fuel and Power announce that 
following the Royal Assent to the Coal Industry 
Nationalization Act on June 12, the Regulations 
governing the appointment of the members of the National 

Coal Board were signed on the afternoon of that day and 

took effect on Monday, July 15, 1946. 

The Minister of Fuel and Power has now appointed to 
the Board the following :— 

Chairman: Lord Hyndley.

The Board assumes office forthwith but it is important 
to appreciate that it does not take over the industry until 
a date (called the vesting date) to be fixed by the Minister 
of Fuel and Power in due course. 

This interval between the constitution of the Board and 
the vesting date is necessary to permit the Board to plan 
and create the new organization which will be required 
when the ownership and management of the industry 
passes from the present owners to the Board. 

The names of the members-designate of the Board were 
announced in March. They were subsequently constituted 
as an Organizing Committee so that they might undertake 
preparatory work in the planning of the new structure the 
management of the industry will assume when the Board 
takes control. 

Brief biographical details are :— 

Lord Hyndley has probably a more extensive knowledge of 
the British coal industry than any other living man. 
He was honorary Commercial Adviser to successive 
Governments for a continuous period of more than 
twenty years up to 1938. Throughout the war he 
gave his whole-time services, again in an honorary 
capacity, first to the old Mines Department, and 
then, as first Controller-General, to the Ministry of 
Fuel and Power. 

Sir Arthur Street, who is 53, was seconded to become 
Permanent Secretary of the Control Office for Germany 
and Austria in October last year from the post of 
Permanent Under-Secretary of State for Air which 
he had held from 1939. 

Sir Walter Citrine has been General Secretary of the T.U.C. 
for many years. 

Mr. Ebby Edwards for a long period General Secretary of 
the National Union of Mineworkers. 

Sir Charles Ellis, Fellow of the Royal Society, Professor of 
Physics, King’s College, London, and Scientific Adviser 
to the Army Council from 1943. 

Mr. J. C. Gridley.—Lately Chairman of the European 
Coal Organization. Director of Gueret & Merrett, 
Ltd., and other companies engaged in marketing coal 
both for home and export trade. 

Mr. L. H. H. Lowe.—Chartered Accountant, former 
partner in the firm of Thomson, McLintock & Co., 
Director of Finance at the Ministry of Fuel and Power, 
1943-45. 

Sir Charles Reid.—The eminent Mining Engineer who was 
Chairman of the Reid Committee. 

Mr. T. E. B. Young.—Another of the leading Mining 
Engineers of the country, who is Managing Director 
of the Bolsover Colliery Company. 





Progress in Factory 
Building 


Up to June 30, 1,577 building projects for new faetory 
buildings and extensions to existing buildings have been 
approved. These will eventually provide additional 
employment for 133,000 men and 100,000 women, 

Out of the total number approved, 616 are in the Develop- 
ment Areas and will provide employment for 76,000 men and 
66,000 women. Two hundred projects have been approved 


for the North-Eastern Development Area, 196 for South 
Wales, 180 for Scotland, 24 for West Cumberland, 15 for 
South Lancashire and one for Wrexham. 

Building has begun on 270 of the Development Area 
projects, involving a total floor space of 5} million square feet 
and 12 have been completed. 
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Non- Utility Outerwear 

OLLOWING representations from the making-up 

trade, the Board of Trade, in consultation with the 

Central Price Regulation Committee, have decided to 
allow manufacturers of non-Utility outerwear to increase 
their maximum selling prices by approximately 5 per cent. 
to cover the removal of style restrictions. 

Amending Orders giving effect to the increase in manu- 
facturers’ maximum prices and the corresponding increase in 
wholesale ceilings will be made shortly, to come into opera- 
tion on August 1, 1946. A number of further points are 
still under discussion with the trade. 

As the reduction already announced in retailers’ margins 
on non-Utility apparel and textiles becomes effective on 
August 1, the increase in Manufacturers’ and wholesalers’ 
maximum prices will not be followed by any corresponding 
increase in retail ceiling prices, which will remain unchanged 
at £20, for a coat or tailored costume, 15 guineas for a dress 
or jumper suit, £6 for a blouse or skirt, etc. 

The prices quoted above include Purchase Tax at the 
standard rate (163 per cent.) Where tax is chargeable at 
100 per cent. because the garments, though not made wholly 
or mainly of fur or silk and so outside the terms of the Order, 
contain some silk or fur in their manufacture, the retailer’s 
ceiling is higher than the prices shown above by the amount 
of the extra tax chargeable. F 

Wholesalers’ and retailers’ prices will remain subject to 
the provisions regarding gross percentage mark-ups. 





Pig Iron and Steel Production 
in June 


Steel production during the second quarter of 1946 was 
at the rate of 13,111,000 tons a year. This is an increase 
over the figure of 12,617,000 tons for the first quarter of 
1946 and compares with 11,814,000 tons in the second 
quarter of 1945. Production during June slightly exceeded 
the figure for June last year, although it was curtailed 
by the Whitsun holiday whereas in June 1945 there were 
no public holidays. 

Pig iron output during the second quarter was at the 
rate of 7,827,000 tons a year compared with 6,894,000 tons 
in the corrresponding period of 1945. June production 
was at the rate of 7,879,000 tons a year compared with 
6,916,000 tons a year ago. Pig iron output is not signifi- 
cantly affected by public holidays.

European Coal Organization 


The Czechoslovak Government has recently acceded to 
the Agreement for the establishment of the European Coal 
Organization which was signed in London in January 1946. 

By this accession, together with that of Poland last March, 
the influence of the Organization has been notably extended 
to cover the important Eastern European Coalfields which 
are destined to play a major part in the reconstruction of 
European economic life. 

The European Coal Organization now comprises, either 
as members or associates, the following seventeen countries : 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Finland, France, 
Greece, Italy, Luxembourg, the Netherlands, Norway, 
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Poland, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey, United 
Kingdom and the United States. 





Miners’ Welfare Commission 


The Rt. Hon. Emmanuel Shinwell, M.P., Minister of 
Fuel and Power, announces that he has appointed Sir 
Walter Citrine to be Chairman of the Miners’ Welfare 
Commission in succession to Major General the Rt. Hon. 
Sir Frederick Sykes, G.C.S.I., G.C.I.E., G.B.E., K.C.B., 
C.M.G., who, with the other members of the Commission, 
vacates office on the passing of the Coal Industry (National- 
isation) Bill. 

Sir Walter Citrine (on whom a Barony has recently been 
conferred by H.M. the King) is a member of the National 
Coal Board and his appointment as chairman of the 
Commission is intended to provide the basis for close 
working relations between the two bodies, both of which 
have statutory responsibilities for miners’ welfare. 

The names of other members of the reconstituted Com- 
mission will be announced in a few days. 





Relaxations in Petrol Rationing 


The following notes are issued by the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power to supplement the statement made on 
Tuesday in the House of Commons by the Minister of 
Fuel and Power, Mr. Emanuel Shinwell. 

Basic Ration 

(a) Cars.—The value of the ‘‘N’’ and ‘‘L”’ units, 
now | gallon, will be raised to 14 gallons. This will give a 
monthly mileage of about 270 miles compared with the 
present mileage of about 180. The July coupons, which 
can be used in August, will have the increased unit value. 

(6) Motor Cycles.—As in the case of cars, the value of the 
‘““N” and ‘‘L”’ units will be raised to 14 gallons, but the 
4 unit coupons will be worth 1 gallon. The corresponding 
increase in monthly mileage will be more favourable in the 
case of the small economical machines which receive all 
the coupons in $4 units. 

Supplementary ‘“‘ S ” Coupons for Cars and Motor Cycles 

The value of the ‘‘S’”’ unit, now 1 gallon will be raised 
to 14 gallons, but the 4 unit coupons issued to the smaller 
type of motor cycle will be worth 1 gallon. 

Supplementary ‘“‘ E ” Coupons for Cars and Motor Cycles 

Many owners of vehicles in this Class are already re- 
ceiving allowances sufficient to cover their essential needs, 
but there will be some increase in the scale of maximum 
allowances. Issues of coupons for the next rationing period 
are in process of being made and re-assessment will be 
carried out wherever possible before their dispatch. In 
cases where this is not practicable applicants are requested 
NOT to appeal to Regional Petroleum Officers unless this 
is absolutely necessary. 

Private Hire Cars 

The maximum monthly allowance for hire cars will be 
increased by one quarter and all restrictions on the radius 
of operation imposed by Part II of The Control of Motor 
Fuel Order will be abolished. 

Metropolitan and Provincial Taxi-cabs 

As in the case of hire cars, the allowances will be increased 
by one quarter and all restrictions on the radius of opera- 
tion imposed by Part III of The Control of Motor Fuel 
Order will be abolished. 

Other Issues 

(i) Allowances for the following purposes are granted on 
the basis of the 1939 consumption, and they will be increased 
from 50 per cent. to 75 per cent. of that consumption :— 

(a) Motor mowers, rollers, tractors, etc., for Sports 

Grounds, Clubs, Recreation Grounds, etc. 

(b) Mowing contractors. 

(c) Petrol driven plant for amusement and recreational 

purposes. 

(d) Motor water craft used for hiring or for trips. 

(ii) Trade Plates. 

(iii) Private Motor Boats. 

(iv) Motor Mowers used in Private Gardens. 

Increased allowances for these purposes will be granted 
where need is shown, but it is requested that applications 
for extra petrol should not be made during the current 
rationing period if this can possibly be avoided. 

The grant of allowances for private motor boats has 
hitherto been confined to the summer months. In future 
such allowances will be granted to applicants who wish to 
keep their boats in commission during the winter months.

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Office Machinery Exempt 
from Purchase Tax 


he following information is issued by the Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise as supplementary to that 
given in Notices Nos. 78, 78C and 78E. 

The exemption in respect of ‘‘ typewriters, dictaphones, 
calculating machines and other office machinery ; cash 
registers ’’ (see Notice No. 78E) covers the articles specified 
in Notice No. 78C as being included under this heading 
(Class 20). The exemption does not extend to other 
stationery and office requisites such as inked ribbons, carbon 
papers and ink put up for use with office machines; card 
index systems, filing systems and similar equipment; and 
blank cylinders for dictating machines and other similar 
requisites or accessories for office machines. 

Additional examples of exempt and non-exempt articles 
are :— 

Exempt—Automatic dating and numbering stamps; 
pencil sharpeners of the rotary type; staplers, tackers, 
eyeletters, perforators and punches; rotary duplicators ; 
embossing presses ; letter balances. 

Chargeable with tax under Class 21(b)—Non-automatic 
dating and numbering stamps; ‘‘ pocket ’’ pencil sharpen- 
ers; duplicators other than those of the rotary type. 





The Operation of Gas 
Producers 


The Ministry of Fuel and Power has now added to the 
series of fuel efficiency bulletins a manual on the operation 
of gas producers, designed to appeal not only to the opera- 
tive but also the producer superintendent. 

The main text, while dealing briefly with the general 
principles of gasification and the characteristics of fuels, 
is primarily intended to give guidance in operation to those 
actually doing the job. Appendices are included in which 
the blast saturation temperature, fuel characteristics, 
instruments, automatic control and the combustion of 
producer gas are discussed from a somewhat more technical 
angle for the benefit of the producer superintendent. 

One of the points stressed in the bulletin is the importance 
of employing a producer superintendent and of ensuring 
adequate liaison between those responsible for the operation 
of the plant and those using the gas produced by it. 

The bulletin should also have considerable value in helping 
the producer superintendent to instruct the operative in 
the main principles of his task.

Winter Tomatoes 


The Ministry of Food announces that the importation of 
tomatoes will be resumed during the coming season from the 
following countries : 

Canary Islands, French Morocco, Algeria and Tunisia. 

The following arrangements have been made: 

(a) On and after October 1, 1946, the Board of Trade 

will consider applications for licences to import 
tomatoes from the above-mentioned countries 
between November 1, 1946 and May 31, 1947. The 
applications, except where a statement of past trad- 
ing has already been furnished, should be sent first 
of all to the Ministry of Food, Import Section, 
Carlton Hotel, Haymarket, S.W.1. 





(b) The licences will not, however, be issued without a 
recommendation by the Ministry of Food on the basis 
of the importer’s past trade. Any importer who has 
not already furnished a statement of his past trading 
should, therefore, apply to the Ministry of Food at 
the address stated in (a) above for the necessary 
form, giving details of their trade during the year 
ended August 31, 1939. The Ministry would be 
prepared to recommend the issue of import licences 
to new importers on a restricted basis. 


Importers are informed that a new Tomato Order to 
cover this importation will be made and issued in due course. 

It is especially requested that application should not be 
made for import licences until October 1, 1946, and the 
first application submitted should not exceed, in the case of 
previous importers, the amount of the licence issued in 
respect of their importation for the season 1945-1946.

New Knitted Goods Directions : The Board of Trade have 
made the Knitted Goods (Consolidation) Directions 1946,* 
which came into force on July 18, 1946. These Directions 
revoke and replace in consolidated form the Knitted Goods 
(Consolidation) Directions 1945+ and amendments thereto. 

The new Directions amend the regulations governing the 
prices which manufacturers may charge in respect of the sale 
of Utility knitted goods. The cost-plus provisions are with- 
drawn and Utility knitted goods may be supplied by 
manufacturers after July 18, 1946, at prices at or below the 
ceiling prices specified in the relevant Hosiery Schedule 
without reference to costs of production and sale. This 
amendment does not apply, however, to Utility goods made 
up from locknit or circular knitted rayon fabrics (Specifi- 
cation numbers 404, 405, 407 and 408, whether or not 
followed or preceded by a letter). 

Manufacturers who supply Utility knitted goods to persons 
other than wholesalers may apply to the Hosiery Control, 
East Court, West Walk, Leicester, for Directions permitting 
the supply of such goods on a cost-plus basis up to the 
wholesale ceiling prices. 

The provisions relating to the charges allowed for Utility 
knitted goods manufactured upon commission have also 
been withdrawn. 

The Directions also provide that the Utility mark may be 
reduced in size when applied to infants’ socks, and to other 
socks and hose not containing wool.

A special Certification Mark applicable to Plastic

In addition to the specifications for plastic materials, 
British Standards for mouldings, to serve as the basis for 
the use of the Plastics Certification Mark, are now being 
prepared and issued, the latest being B.S.1321, Plastic 
Picnic Type Tableware. This specification covers plastic 
tableware intended for occasional use. It includes tests 
for degree of cure, freedom from odour, and resistance to 
boiling water. It stipulates minimum thickness and 
resistance to impact, together with full descriptions of 
analyses designed to ensure that the mouldings are free 
from substances which could be harmful to users of the 
tableware.

Post-War Development of U.K. Trade 
with Southern Rhodesia 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the Trade Commissioner at Salisbury. 
The Export Promotion Department, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to answer 
any questions arising out of this article. 


On September 12, 1890, the leader of a Pioneer Column from 

South Africa issued the following Order :— 

1. It is notified for genera] information that the Column, 
having arrived at its destination, will halt. 

2. The name of this place will be Fort Salisbury. 

On the following day a Royal Salute was sounded, the 
British flag hoisted and a large area, named Rhodesia in 
1895, was annexed to the British Empire. At that time 
Rhodesia was occupied only by African Natives, except for a 
very few white missionaries. In the previous year Cecil 
Rhodes had obtained his Royal Charter and the British 
South Africa Company had been formed to proceed with the 
development of the country. So new is the now self- 
governing Colony of Southern Rhodesia. Since the occupa- 
tion some 28 million oz. of gold have been won from Southern 
Rhodesia at a value exceeding £150 millions. 


Southern Rhodesia is an inland country, access to the 
sea being through the Portuguese port of Beira, 200 train- 
miles from the eastern border, and through the ports of the 
Union of South Africa, more than 1,000 train-miles from the 
southern border. In 1939, at the outbreak of war, the 
Colony had an import trade of £9 millions a year and an 
export trade in her own products of over £10 millions, gold 
accounting for more than 50 per cent.; in addition to 
domestic exports the merchants of Southern Rhodesia had a 
valuable re-export trade worth about one million pounds per 
annum with the neighbouring territory of Northern 
Rhodesia. 

The country had made substantial progress since the great 
world depression. Between 1932 and 1939 exports had 
increased by 70 per cent. and imports by 100 per cent. 
Government revenue was much larger and the taxable 
incomes in 1938-9 of individuals were twice and of companies 
three times the taxable incomes in 1932-3. Exports of bar 
gold represented about 55 per cent. of the total export trade 
but asbestos and chrome were also valuable exports over- 
seas. The development of the copper mines in Northern 
Rhodesia had provided the Colony’s collieries with a large 
external market for coal. Tobacco production had in- 
creased rapidly since 1930 and was by far the most important 
export crop, but the acreage under maize was five or six 
times as great. Interest in cotton growing was noticeably 
declining and, although the area under wheat had increased 
under the stimulus of a subsidy, production accounted for a 
very small part of the Colony’s requirements. With the 
encouragement of Government bounties chilled and frozen 
beef. were exported to a value of about £150,000 per annum. 

Manufacturing industries were concerned almost entirely 
with the processing of local products for the internal market 
and the neighbouring territories. There were well-estab- 
lished flour mills and soap, bacon and tobacco factories. 
Cheap clothing for the African Native trade in the Rhodesias 
was being made with imported materials by a number of 
small factories. 


U.K.’s Trading Position 


An estimation of the United Kingdom’s relative position 
as a customer for Southern Rhodesian goods and a supplier 
of her requirements in those pre-war years is made difficult 
by the unique position of gold in international trade. The 
winning and marketing of gold is the Colony’s most im- 
portant economic activity and gold must therefore be 
regarded as a commodity. Statistically gold exports are 
credited to the United Kingdom and, on that basis, the 
latter took 70-75 per cent. of the Colony’s exports, the 
adjacent territories, the Union of South Africa and Northern 
Rhodesia about 12 per cent. and the United States of 
America 5 per cent. But it is well known that the gold 
found its way to the vaults of the United States. Even if 
gold be excluded from the exports, the United Kingdom 
remained by far the best customer with a percentage of 40 


of the total, her largest purchases including unmanufactured 
tobacco, citrus fruits, asbestos, chilled and preserved beef. 
Asbestos and chrome were sent to very many markets. 

Southern Rhodesia’s exports normally show a substantial 
excess over imports and during the 3-year period 1937-39 
exports, at an annual average of £11,910,000, exceeded 
imports at £9,130,000 by nearly three million. In view of 
the preponderance of United Kingdom investments in the 
Rhodesian mining companies, railways, etc., and the heavy 
transport charges invisible imports must have been com- 
paratively very great. 

Of the £9 million of goods imported annually into 
Southern Rhodesia during the years 1937-39 47 per cent. 
were supplied by the United Kingdom, 16 per cent. by the 
Union of South Africa, 9 per cent. by the United States, and 
4 per cent. by Canada ; India, Germany and Japan each had 
more than 2 per cent. of the trade. The fact that Southern 
Rhodesia strongly favours Pritish goods is perhaps not 
surprising having regard to (a) the predominance of British 
stock in the white population (the 1941 Census revealed that 
more than one in every four were born in the United King- 
dom), (b) the United Kingdom’s investments to which 
reference has already been made, (c) the wide range of goods 
admitted into the Colony from the United Kingdom at 
preferential rates of import duty. 


The Effect of the War 


Far removed from any of the war zones Southern 
Rhodesia was able to add to her normal pursuits (a) the air 
training of many men from the United Kingdom and else- 
where, (b) the fabrication of ‘certain kinds of war materials 
and (c) the production of minerals that had previously not 
been workable at world’s prices. The profits of manufac- 
turers, merchants and farmers and the earnings of employees 
were greatly increased. Record mining production was 
reached in 1942 when the output of gold was valued at, 
£6,384,000, of asbestos at £14 millions, clfrome and coal at 
more than half a million each. The production of tungsten 
and tin, which had been quite unimportant until 1937, rose 
to £120,000 and £37,000 respectively in 1942. Since then 
gold output has realized less each year, asbestos and coal 
have maintained their outputs, but the sales of chrome and 
tungsten showed substantial reductions in 1945. With 
regard to agriculture, higher prices and greater crops have 
caused an increase in the gross value of farm products by 
probably more than 75 per cent. since 1939. Tobacco, the 
principal economic crop, which had not previously exceeded 
27 million Ibs. in a season, was never less than 34 million Ibs. 
The value of tobacco exports during the six-year period 
1940-45 exceeded £174 millions. The gross value of the 
outputs of the Colony’s secondary industries rose from 
£54 millions in 1939 to £94 in 1943. Nearly 90 per cent. of 
the employees in these factories are African Natives and not 
more than 25 per cent. of the factories employ as many as 
10 Europeans. 

During the first four years of the war deposits with the 
commercial banks were more than doubled; Post Office 
Savings Bank deposits rose from one million to three and a 
half million pounds. Coins and notes in circulation in 1945 
were more than double the amount in 1939. Income Tax 
returns contain probably the most convincing evidence of the 
prosperity brought to the Colony by the circumstances of 
war. The number of taxable incomes in excess of £800 in 
1939 was 1,682 ; in 1944 the number was 4,079. The tax- 
able incomes of married people amounted to £2,800,000 in 
1939 ; the amount in 1944 for married people in the same 
income group, was £8,350,000. The increases in the taxable 
incomes of single people was only 50 per cent., probably 
because a larger proportion was on military service. 

Despite the non-availability of many classes of goods the 
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annual value of imports did not vary greatly from the 1939 
value until 1944, when it rose sharply from about £9 millions 
to nearly £12, millions and the upward trend was resumed in 
the second half of 1945 so that the total imports in that year 
exceeded £12} millions. The Government Statistician 
estimates during the first five years of war the volume of 
imports was about 75 per cent. of normal and rose to 82 per 
cent. in 1945. 1942 and 1943 were the worst years for 
imported supplies, but since then manufactured articles of 
iron and steel, leather and rubber, the most serious shortages, 
have made substantial recoveries. The changes in the 
sources of supply because of Britain’s absorption in the war 
effort and the non-availability of goods from the Continent 
of Europe were, of course, numerous. During the middle 
years the United Kingdom was supplying 32 per cent. 
instead of the normal 45-47 per cent. of the total imports but 
made some recovery in 1944 and 1945. Imports from other 
British countries increased, however, and the Union of South 
Africa, always the Colony’s second highest supplier, obtained 
nearly 30 per cent. of the total trade. Canada and India 
also improved their relative positions. Among foreign 
countries the principal sources of supply was, as in pre-war 
days, the United States of America. That country obtained 
more thay 10 per cent. and, because of the programming 
arrangements agreed with H.M. Government in the United 
Kingdom, supplied a wider range of goods than in normal 
times. 


Development of U.K. Exports 


The Government Statistician has estimated that ‘‘ dis- 
regarding the development of secondary industries and 
allowing for the increase in the total population of the 
Colony (including Africans) since 1939 the volume of imports 
required to preserve the 1939 rate of development and 
standards of living would have to be about 20 per cent. above 
1939 and would represent a value at the port of shipments of 
£17 millions a year at current prices. . . . Although the 
volume of output of secondary industries has grown sub- 
stantially many of these industries depend on imported 
materials and the net effect in reducing the imports required 
to restore 1939 standards is hard to assess.’’ There is no 
doubt about the increased spending capacity of the popula- 
tion and the readiness with which consumer goods will be 
sold as more become available. Nor is there any doubt that 
the desire of both trader and customer to ‘‘ Buy British ”’ is 
even stronger than it was before the war. Very extensive 
building plans by both Government, merchants and private 
people are held up for want of materials ; much of these are 
under order or will be ordered from the United Kingdom as 
will most of the machinery for the Government’s very costly 
road developments. The farming industry is making 
enquiries overseas, and particularly in the United Kingdom 
for new and improved types of agricultural implements. An 
increased demand for mining machinery is not so certain. 
Many enquiries are being made for industrial machinery and 
the possibilities of greater industrialization are under 
investigation by the Industrial Development Commission.

textiles and textile products were valued at $21,038,000, as 
against $16,705,000 in April 1945.

Indian Crop Conditions 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statis- 
tics, Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for 
the weeks ending on the dates stated :— 

Madras, June 22.—Rainfall was very heavy in Malabar 
and South Kanara and moderate to fair elsewhere. Stand- 
ing crops are generally fair. The harvesting of paddy is 
progressing. The outturn is reported generally poor to fair. 

Bihar, July 1.—Rainfall has been heavy to moderate. 
Transplanting of Aghani paddy has commenced. 

Orissa, July 1.—Rainfall was heavy in Sambalpur and 
Bargarh and light to moderate in all other districts. Stand- 
ing crops, including jute, sugarcane and winter paddy are 
generally thriving. 

Punjab, July 1.—Rainfall, which has been light to moder- 
ate in parts of all districts, except Hissar, Ambala and 
Multan, has proved beneficial to standing crops which are 
average to good on irrigated areas and below average to 
average on unirrigated areas. 

Bombay, July 5.—Rainfall has been substantial in 
Gujerat, Konkan and the Western part of Karnak but 
more is needed in the Eastern parts of the Deccan, Karnak 
and Central regions of the Konkan for the sowing of kharif 
and transplanting. 

Central Provinces and Berar, June 29.—Rainfall was 
heavy to fairly moderate and adequate for agricultural 
purposes, but more is needed. The sowing of paddy and 
cotton is in full swing. 

Assam, July 8.—The weather generally has been season- 
able. Standing crops are satisfactory except in some parts 
of Dacca and the Rajshahi Division. 

Sind June 28.—No rain has fallen. Cotton is now in 
flower and paddy transplanting has commenced. 

Jute: The official preliminary jute area forecast totals 
2,328,360 acres as compared with last year’s final forecast 
of 2,406,970 acres. <A total for 31 areas.

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Canada’s Trade in April 


7 FNHE external trade of Canada in April, excluding gold, 
was valued at $341,028,000, as compared with 
$319,922,000 for March and $451,938,000 for April 

1945, according to figures released by the Dominion Bureau 

of Statistics, Ottawa. The decrease of 24-5 per cent. 

from the April 1945 total was slightly lower than that 
indicated in March, when it was 27 per cent. 

As in preceding months of the year the decrease in the 
April trade, as compared with April 1945, was due to 
practical cessation of export shipments of war materials 
and supplies. Imports, on the other hand, have been 
heavier so far this year, and the April total advanced by 
16-8 per cent. For the first four months of the current 
year the aggregate value of external trade was$1,264,333,000 
as compared with $1,607,713,000 for the same period of 
1945. 

Domestic commodity exports in April were valued at 
$178,488,000 as compared with $178,377,000 in March 
and $312,323,000 in April 1945. The total for the first 
four months of the current year was $699,098,000 as 
against $1,080,360,000 for the corresponding period of 1945. 

Merchandize imports into Canada showed a marked 
advance in April, being valued at $160,765,252 as com- 
pared with $139,949,326 in March and $133,827,107 in 
April 1945. The April figure is the highest for any month 
since October 1943, when imports reached a value of 
$162,920,856. Import values for each of the first ‘four 
months of the current year have shown increases over 
those for the corresponding months of 1945, the total for 
the period standing at $558,020,251 as compared with 
$508,371,172. 

Increases were recorded in April for imports in ail 
commodity groups except non-ferrous metals and their 
products. Imports in the agricultural and vegetable 
products group were valued at $25,415,000 as compared 
with $20,729,000 last year; animals and animal products, 
$4,586,000 ($3,679,000); fibres, textiles and textile 
products, $21,038,000 ($16,705,000) ; wood, wood products 
and paper, $6,334,000 ($4,298,000) ; iron and its products, 
$41,132,000 ($34,079,00Q) ; non-ferrous metals, $9,331,000 
($9,660,000) ; non-metallic minerals, $24,347,000 
($21,144,000) ; chemicals and allied products, $8,937,000 
($6,801,000), and miscellaneous, $19,645,000 ($16,732,000). 


Sources of Imports 


Commodity imports from the United States increased 
in April to $114,759,504 as against $100,132,087 in March 
and $102,698,286 in April 1945. The total for the four 
months was slightly lower, however, at $398,342,149 as 
against $402,652,458 last year, due to a decline in March. 

Imports from the United Kingdom rose sharply to 
$21,223,597 in April from $14,434,550 in the preceding 
March and $11,972,990 in April last year, and for the four 
months January-April totalled $68,719,907 as against 
$37,390,875 for the similar period of 1945. 

Among British Empire countries, imports from British 
India were valued at $3,553,199 ($1,751,803 for April 
1945); Australia, $1,006,838 ($1,410,251); Jamacia, 
$914,920 ($201,448); New Zealand, $878,840 ($40,249) ; 
British South Africa, $776,822 ($926,656); British 
Guiana, $552,932 ($1,058,989); Newfoundland, $544,443 
($427,967) and Barbados, $516,975 ($335,700). 

Including the United Kingdom, the April total for 
imports from the British Empire countries was $31,904,455 
as compared with $20,597,505 in 1945. 

Among foreign countries the leading sources of supply 
were: Brazil, $1,135,551 ($1,043,359 in April 1945) ; 
Colombia, $654,404 ($1,030,174) ; Cuba, $726,347 
($223,731); Honduras, $1,669,326 ($861,876); Mexico, 
$2,281,867 ($1,589,567); Salvador, $680,070 ($418,763) ; 
Switzerland, $732,467 ($442,715); Venezuela, $1,786,893 
($1,581,797). 





Payments Agreement with 
Austria 


It is hoped within the next two or three weeks to conclude 
a Payments Agreement with Austria designed to provide 
the mechanism of payments between the two countries in 
respect of current trade. This Agreement would provide 
for payment for imports and exports to be made in sterling. 
As soon as this Agreement is concluded, the Trading with 
the Enemy Restrictions will be further relaxed so as to 
permit transactions with firms in Austria for the purchase 
and sale of goods. A further announcement will be made 
in due course. 

Until the Trading with the Enemy Restrictions are 
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thus relaxed, it is still illegal for any person in the United 
Kingdom to conclude commercial transactions or trade 
with Austria, but as it should be possible for trade to be 
resumed with Austria in the near future, traders are 
reminded that non-transactional business correspondence 
with Austria is already permitted by the General Licence 
(S.R. & O. 1945, No. 1601) made by the Board of Trade by 
arrangement with the Postmaster-General (see Board of 
Trade Journal of January 5, 1946, page 13) and United 
Kingdom firms anxious to resume trade with Austria can 
take advantage of this to carry trade negotiations as far 
as permissible until the Trading with the Enemy Restric- 
tions are relaxed and a Payments Agreement is concluded. 

Traders are reminded that when trade becomes possible 
imports from and exports to Austria will be subject to 
the same regulations and policies generally as trade with 
other countries. 





Import of Goods from Sterling 
Area into Syria and the Lebanon 


It was reported in the Board of Trade Journal May 18 
(page 628) that the Syrian and Lebanese Governments had 
instituted measures to restrict the imports of goods from 
the sterling area to a level commensurate with the funds at 
present available and that in the present circumstances 
the possession of import licences by local importers does 
not necessarily guarantee that sterling for payment will be 
made available by the Syrian or Lebanese authorities. 

In these circumstances exporters will be well advised in 
their own interests to accept new orders only against full 
payment in sterling in London or part payment in sterling 
in London on acceptance of the order and the balance on 
terms ensuring sterling payment against documents on 
arrival of the goods. 

Exporters who may be experiencing difficulty in respect 
of payment for current orders should send full particulars 
to the Secretary (Commercial), British Legation Beirut for 
registration with the local exchange office. Particulars 
should be sent in quintuplicate and should, it is suggested, 
include the following information in respect of each order :— 

(a) value of order (e) type of goods 

(b) date of order (f) name and address of 


(c) value shipped buyer 
(d) date shipped or to be (g) name and address of * 
shipped. agent.

Holland’s Growing Trade 


The Netherlands Embassy in London reports that import 
trade into the Netherlands was resumed directly after the 
liberation. 

Up to the end of March 1946, nearly 7,000,000 tons of 
goods had been imported, principally from the United 
States, Germany (restitution of looted goods), Belgium, 
Luxembourg, Great Britain and Sweden. 

As regards export trade, this was at first.impossible, but as 
early as August 1945, only three months after the liberation, 
efforts were resumed, though on a very small scale (Hfl. 2-4 
million), mainly consisting of bulbs. 

In March 1946 exports had grown to Hf]. 43-8 millions and 
comprised many products. Up to the end of March exports 


totalled 138 million guilders and the chief purchasing 
countries were Belgium, France, Great Britain (and other 
countries of the sterling area), Switzerland and Sweden.

Wiggins Teape and Co. 


Restrictions Affect Paper Sales 


CAPITAL INCREASE APPROVED 


MR. L. W. FARROW ON THE OUTLOOK 


The twenty-seventh annual general meeting of Wiggins Teape and 
Co. (1919), Ltd., was held on July 12 at Winchester House, Old Broad 
Street, London, E.C., Mr. L. W. Farrow, who had been elected 
chairman of the company, presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. W. Barnes) read the notice convening the 
meeting and the report of the auditors. 

The following is the statement by the Chairman circulated with the 
report and accounts :—- 

In March Jast, Mr. G. B. C. Johnston was elected a director to fill a 
vacancy on the Board of your company. Mr. Johnston has been a 
member of the staff for 21 years and has served as a director of 
Wiggins Teape and Alex Pirie (Sales), Ltd., for 12 years. During his 
service with the company, he has had experience in both the manu- 
facturing and selling departments of your group of companies and 
your Board have every confidence that he will prove a most valuable 
member of the Board. 


Easement of some Restrictions 


The outputs and sales of your company and its subsidiary com- 
panies during the year 1945, consequent on the shortage of raw 
material supplies, have continued to be affected by the restrictions 
and limitations by the Government in the uses of paper and by the 
quantities of paper permitted to be manufactured. During the latter 
part of the year, however, the quantities permitted to be made of 
certain types of paper were increased and certain of the restrictions 
and limitations were either removed or eased. This resulted in the 
outputs and sales being somewhat larger for 1945 as compared with 
those for 1944. 

The maintenance of the high quality of our products has continued 
to occupy our constant attention and we have made every endeavour 
to make the best use of the materials available to us. Before the 
war, our group made an important contribution to the export trade of 
this country, both by sales direct to customers overseas and by 
deliveries from the stocks of paper which are maintained by us at our 
own warchouses or at agents’ warehouses throughout the world. 
Owing to the raw material restrictions, to which I have alluded, our 
export trade has, during the war period, been restricted. I am 
pleased to state, however, that the demand from overseas customers 
for our products is as keen as ever and we are making every endeavour 
to meet it so far as our raw material resources allow. 


War-time Activities 


Now that I am able to refer to our activities during the war period, 
you will be glad to learn that, in addition to maintaining the output 
of our regular production of paper so far as the raw material supply 
permitted, we carried on important work for the Ministry of Supply, 
the Ministry of Aircraft Production and the Admiralty. The 
engineering department of our Stoneywood mill was engaged on tank 
turrets, shells and gun elevating gear brackets. At the factories of 
Pirie Appleton and Co., Ltd., we manufactured large quantities of 
many types of containers for shells, gear, oil and other stores and a 
considerable number of jettison petrol tanks. In addition, at our 
mills many types of paper of a secret nature were manufactured to 
which even now reference cannot be made. Our mill at Wooburn 
Green manufactured photographic base paper to its fullest capacity 
for the essential uses of all the fighting Forces. The importance of 
its output will be therefore readily appreciated. Prior to the war we 
had been developing the manufacture of tracing paper, which had 
largely been imported from Germany, and we were able to expand the 
production to mest the demand for essential war uses during the war 
period. A new paper machine specially designed for making this 
class of paper has been ordered for erection at our Chartham paper 
mill in order that we may satisfy the growing demand both at home 
and abroad for tracing paper. 

In view of the increased demand throughout the world for photo- 
graphic base paper, your directors have decided to erect a new mill 
alongside the existing mill at Wooburn Green for the manufacture of 
this product. The new mill will be a duplicate of the existing one and 
when in operation will have the effect of doubling the present 
capacity. fore the war, the demand for certain types of tissue 
paper was almost entirely met from mills in Germany and Austria 
and your directors feel that this country should have the manufac- 
turing capacity to meet at least a part of this demand. They have, 
therefore, acquired a suitable site in South Wales at which a mill 
specially designed to manufacture tissue paper will be erected. 


Proposed Increase of Capital 


Your directors have also in view an extensive programme of 
renewals and improvements, including the provision of new paper 
machines at our Rhoneeweed Paper Mills, our Ford Paper Mills and 
our Chartham Paper Mills. The expenditure to which I have just 
referred can be met out of our existing financial resources, but the 
cost of the new mills for making photographic base paper and tissue 
paper will require further capital. Resolutions will be submitted at 


the extraordinary general meetings, of which you have had notice, 
to increase the authorized share capital of the company. Preference 
and Ordinary shares will be offered to the members of the company 
for subscription in due course, when the necessary sanction of the 
Capital Issues Committee has been obtained. 

A resolution, which will require to be passed as a special resolution 
in order to add a new clause in the articles of association, is also to be 
submitted at the extra-ordinary general meeting. The clause will 
enable directors of the company who hold or have held managerial 
appointments to be paid pensions and to remain or become members 
of the company’s staff pension scheme. 


Tribute to Staff and Employees 


It is my duty and pleasure to take this opportunity of thanking 
our staff and employees both at home and abroad. They have given 
unstintingly of their best and we are indebted to them for their loyal 
work and co-operation during another difficult year. I should also 
like to extend our thanks to the many employees who have returned 
or who are about to return from national service and to wish them 
every happiness in their work in the future. Then I think a special 
word of praise is due to those members of our staff and to employees 
working in London and the adjacent areas, who, through the periods 
of enemy action, so loyally stuck to their duty. 

The terms of the debenture trust deed, securing the Redeemable 
Five-and-a-half per Cent. Mortgage debenture stock, permitted 
your company to redeem the debentures outstanding on October 1, 
1945. The debentures so outstanding amounted to £1,088,700 and 
they were accordingly paid off on that date. A new issue of 
£1,000,000 Redeemable Three-and-a-half per Cent. Mortgage 
debenture stock was made at 98 per cent. to enable this to be done. 
This operation has resulted in a substantial annual saving in interest. 


Profit and Dividend 


The trading profits of the group for the year 1945 show a reduction 
of £73,099. The deductions for charges, including taxation and 
profits retained in subsidiary companies, are lower by £90,910, leaving 
the net profit of Wiggins Teape and Co (1919), Ltd., for the year 1945 
of £333,540, showing an increase of £17,811 over that of the year 
1944. With the amount brought forward from the year 1944, the 
available profits at £258,403 show an increase of £28,589. After 
providing for interest on debentures and dividends on the Preference 
and Ordinary stocks, your directors have transferred the sum of 
£118,341 to the general reserve account which, together with the 
transfer to that account of £31,659, being the excess of the internal 
reserves against paper stocks which is referred to in the directors’ 
report, brings the general reserve account up to £1,050,000, 

I would also mention that out of the profits for the year £28,643 
has been retained in the subsidiary companies and that the sum of 
£93,882 representing excess stock reserves has been transferred to 
general reserve accounts of those companies. It will be seen that 
your directors are recommending a final dividend of 5 per cent., free 
of tax, on the Ordinary stock for the year 1945. 


Financial Position 


The summary of balance-sheets presents the financial position cf 
our group of companies regarded as a single undertaking. The total 
of the surplus and specific reserves shows an increase of £241,878, 
of this figure £125,541 represents the transfers from stock reserves to 
which I have referred, but which were largely created in previous 
years. The net liquid position of the group on December 29, 1945, 
at £3,474,118 shows a further improvement of just over £180,000 
compared with the previous year and, you will be interested to hear, 
an increase of just over £1,600,000 compared with the figure at 
December 31, 1938, the date of our last pre-war balance-sheet. 

With regard to the prospects for the current year, the activities of 
your group of companies are still, and it looks as though they are 
likely to be for some time to come, governed by the Paper Control. 
The results for the first four months are good and there is every hope 
of our meeting again next year with a satisfactory balance-sheet. 

The chairman moved the adoption of the report and accounts. 

The resolution was seconded by Lt.-Col. R. G. Ritson and carried 
unanimously, 

The proposed dividend was approved ; Mr. G. B. C. Johnston, who 
had been appointed a director during the year, was re-elected, as were 
also Mr. P. W. Holden and Mr. F. 8. Portal, who retired from the 
Board by rotation. The auditors, Messrs. Price Waterhouse & Co., 
were reappointed, and a hearty vote of thanks was passed to the 
chairman, directors and staff. 

At a subsequent separate meeting of the holders of the Preference 
stock and an extra-ordinary general meeting resolutions were passed 
authorizing an increase of capital by the creation of 570,000 additional 
Preference shares and 545, Ordinary £1 shares, and approving an 
addition to the articles of association.

LORD TRENT’S SPEECH 


THE FIFry-EIGHTH ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING of Boots 
Pure Drug Co., Limited, was held on Thursday the 18th 
July at Beeston, Nottingham. The Rt. Hon. Lornp TREN?T, 
Chairman presided, and said in the course of his speech :— 


Before dealing with the Accounts I must refer to the 
loss the Firm suffered through the death last January of 
Dr. P. C. Brett ; he had been with the Company for over 30 
years and during practically the whole of that time had 
occupied responsible positions. 


Although remaining on the Board, he had nominally 
retired from active work for the last two years; neverthe- 
less, he worked as hard during that time as during any time 
in his career. His loss is felt as a personal one not only by 
the Board, but by hundreds of the staff. 


Following our usual practice, I assume we may take the 
Accounts as read. 


You will notice in the Balance Sheet that we have amal- 
gamated the old Works Development Reserve and the 
War Contingencies and Damage Reserve under the name of 
Works Development and Contingencies’ Reserve, which 
will now amount to £1,000,000. £100,000 is added to the 
General Reserve bringing that to £1,600,000 which is the 
same figure as the Ordinary Share Capital. 


I don’t think there is anything else on the Balance 
Sheet calling for comment. 


But when you turn to the Profit and Loss Account, you 
will see that we have consolidated it with the Appropriation 
Account and have included the Profits of the Home Retail 
Subsidiary Companies and I think you will agree that in its 
present form, it gives a clearer picture of the group as a 
whole. 


Starting at the top you have the Profits for the Drug 
Company and the Home Retail Subsidiary Companies. 
You will see on the left of the page the corresponding 
figures for the previous year. 


Deducting Repairs and Renewals, Provision for Deprecia- 
tion and Amortization, Directors’ Fees and Provision for 
Income Tax Schedule D, you get a Net Profit for the Group 
of £826,241 against £730,953. Deduct Profits retained by 
the Home Retail Companies, and the amount they have 
paid as Preference and Preferred Ordinary Dividends, 
and you get a Drug Company Net Profit of £619,459 ; add 
balance brought forward £201,803, making £821,262 avail- 
able, out of which the Directors recommend the allocation of 
£100,000 to Freehold Property Reserve, £100,000 towards 
Provision for Pension Funds and £100,000 to General 
Reserve. 


Deduct Dividends already paid on Preference and Pre- 
ferred Ordinary Shares, £48,375 and 20 per cent. on the 
Ordinary Shares, £160,000, plus the further payment of a 
final Dividend on the Ordinary Shares of 15 per cent. 
amounting to £132,000, and there is left £180,887 to be 
carried forward to next year. 


STAFF 


Although over 2,000 of the staff had returned from the 
forces on the 3lst March, 1946, there were 4,000 still in the 
Forces or directed to other industries. 91 of those serving 
have been awarded decorations by the King. I regret to 
say that more than four times that number—381 in all— 
lost their lives on all overseas battle-fronts and in the 
course of raids on this country. I am sure that you will 
join with me in expressing our appreciation of their devotion 
to duty and our deepest sympathy with their relatives. 





Once again it is my pleasant duty to express the Board’s 
ecognition of the loyal, efficient and courteous service of 
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the staff. We are proud to feel that we have a staff that ig 
happy in the knowledge that in working for Boots it is 
performing a service to the public. 


It is now many years since I first referred to the import- 
ance we attach in the firm to the sense of security enjoyed 
by our workers. One of the principal contributory factors 
was our Pension schemes—one for our chemists and others 
for the rest of the staff. The annual contribution now made 
by the firm is approximately £79,000. Unfortunately the 
cheap money policy of the Government is having a very 
detrimental effect on Pension Funds in general and with the 
reduction in yield of Government Securities to 24 per cent. 
it is obvious that more money will have to be provided by 
both employers and staff. Even then the value of pensions 
will be much less owing to the degree of inflation which has 
already been established. 


Without going into too much detail, I ought to tell you 
that our Actuary has advised us that in the case of the 
General Pension Fund we must assume that the interest 
must now be valued at 3} per cent. instead of 4 per cent., 
which necessitates a payment into the Fund of £119,000. 
Another factor of a different kind is that members are 
living longer than was expected by our late Actuary 
necessitating further payment to the amount of £46,000, 
These sums are being paid in and charged against the 
Provision for Pensions Fund which now amounts to 
£450,642. The combined funds of all these schemes exceed 
in the aggregate £3,500,000. 


We feel that if any further strengthening of the Funds 
is required, it is only right that the staff should contribute— 
at any rate so far as new entrants are concerned. 


The additional annual cost of the new National Insurance 
proposals is estimated at £126,000. What effect they will 
have on our own existing schemes cannot be foretold, but 
we hope that our employees will see the wisdom of making 
provision with our help for pension benefits under both 
systems. 


I mentioned last year that we had 33 shops completely 
destroyed during the War. They gave employment to 
some 800 people. It is a melancholy reflection that so far 
their re-instatement has not even reached the planning 
stage, as in not one single case has the Local Authority yet 
been able to settle its Town Planning Scheme. 


Both. our sales and the number of customers served 
reached record figures, and the number of prescriptions 
dispensed amounted to over 11,000,000, which is nearly 
40 per cent. greater than the number dispensed during the 
year 1938-39, and this in spite of the great shortage of 
staff. This increase makes us confident that we shall be 
able to give a full and satisfactory service when the new 
Health Bill becomes law. 


EXPORT TRADE 


Of our export trade I can say that it has been steadily 
increasing since the end of the war, but its normal develop- 
ment is greatly hampered by shipping and other delays. 
We are not merely, as is the case with so many other 
industries, meeting demands that have accumulated 
owing to the long cessation of supplies, but we are laying 
solid foundations for the future. In recent months direc- 
tors have paid fruitful visits to export markets in many 
parts of the Commonwealth and Empire. 


NEW FACTORY PLANNED 


When we commenced production at Beeston, we secured 
enough land to enable us to erect buildings twice as large 
as those we now have, and there was no difficulty in getting 
sufficient labour. Owing, however, to various dispersal 
schemes, the opening up of new industries in Nottingham, 
and the large Government contracts that we have under- 
taken, we have found ourselves faced with a shortage of 
female labour for the production of our own products for 
both the home and export markets. 


The Board has therefore, decided to erect a factory in the 
Scottish Development area in conformity with the Govern- 
ment’s plans for the introduction of new industries into 
such areas. We are glad tobe able to make this contribu- 
tion to the scheme, but shareholders must realize that 
dispersal of management and greater transport costs will 
increase production costs. Over 100 acres have been bought 
at Airdrie, in Lanarkshire, and work will commence on the 
erection of the first unit as soon asthe necessary licences

are granted. We hope that when the time comes for ex- 
pansion there we shall not find the same labour difficulties 
as we are experiencing at Beeston. 


MEDICAL SPECIALITIES 


The past year has once again provided a record of 
steady progress in our research and manufacturing labora- 
tories, and the medical profession has continued to show 
great and increasing interest in the attractive range of 
medical specialities now marketed by the Firm. 


The most recent addition to our range of pharmaceutical 
specialities is Mylol Insect Repellent. The active principle 
in this preparation is Dimethylphthalate, the insect re- 
pellent power of which is one of the many discoveries 
made during the recent war. In the Far East this sub- 
stance proved itself the most effective insect repellent 
known, and there is little doubt of its efficacy and usefulness 
in this country. Indeed, a team of biologists set up by the 
Scientific Advisory Committee of the Department of 
Health for Scotland has recommended the use of a cream 
containing Dimethylphthalate as a midge repellent and the 
Company has accepted an invitation from the Scottish 
Tourist Board to participate in the preparation of this 
cream for use in Scotland. 


Considerable interest continues to be shown by clinicians 
in all parts of the world in the value of Mepacrine for the 
prophylaxis and treatment of Malaria, and abundant 
testimony by Service doctors of all nationalities has con- 
clusively proved its worth. The Company has received 
heavy orders for this invaluable drug from many parts of 
the Empire. 


When the general release of Penicillin for sale to the 
public on doctors’ prescriptions on June 1 was announced, 
the Company’s chemists and manufacturing staff re- 
doubled their efforts to ensure that by this date, which 
was only a bare four weeks ahead when the Ministerial 
announcement was made, an adequate and attractive range 
of scientific pharmaceutical preparations would be available 
in all our branches. I think that all concerned should 
be congratulated on the results of their splendid 
efforts. Doctors from all over the country have written in 
to the Company for advice on the use of this life-saving 
drug. 


RESEARCH DEPARTMENT 


Sir Jack Drummond, now released from his duties as 
Scientific Adviser to the Ministry of Food, has taken 
over direction of the Research Department. He is at 
present reorganizing it and planning for an expansion of 
investigations that will enable the Company to maintain 
a leading position in the field of pharmaceutical and 
chemical research. The importance of such research was 
never greater, nor more widely recognized than it is 
to-day. 


Perhaps I might illustrate the scope of the Company’s 
investigation by examples taken from the fields of pharma- 
ceutical, veterinary and horticultural research. 


The Company has followed up its pioneer work in 
developing the production of penicillin by making a com- 
prehensive study of the new therapeutic agent known as 
streptomycin, an agent that holds out promise of being of 
value in the treatment of some human diseases that do not 
respond to penicillin. I think we can claim to be well 
advanced in our investigation of streptomycin, but the 
work has not yet progressed to a stage at which supplies 
can be made available for clinical tests. This is our first 
objective. 


One important development arising from investigations 
recently carried out at the Company’s research farm 
illustrates the application to veterinary medicine of know- 
ledge gained in the study of human diseases. Penicillin 
has been found to give very encouraging results in the 
treatment of mastitis in cows, a disease responsible 
for enormous losses to dairy farmers in this country and 
one that has hitherto been found irresponsive to treat- 
ment. 


Penicillin is not yet freely available for veterinary use 
but will be widely used for the treatment of animals when 
supplies are plentiful. 


At our Horticultural Experimental Station at Lenton, 
we have followed up the work carried out at Long Ashton 
Research Station by developing the use of the plant growth- 
regulating substances which induce tomato fruits to set 
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and swell. These developments have now reached the 
stage of being a practical commercial proposition for 
both indoor and outdoor tomato crops, and a horticultural 
product of an entirely new type, a tomato fruit-setting 
spray, Fulset, has been evolved. By its aid losses of 
tomatoes due to poor setting of the fruit can be largely 
prevented with consequent increase in the yield. So far 
the product has been used with great success in the treat- . 
ment of tomatoes, but experiments are now in progress 
to determine whether Fulset, or other chemical substances 
affecting plant growth, may have wider scope in agriculture 
and horticulture. 


FUTURE PROSPECTS 


It is a very long time since I was in a position to give 
any indication of the prospects of the Company without 
making any qualifications. He would be a rash man to-day 
who ventured upon a long-term prediction relating to any 
industry in this country. Our economic system is under- 
going radical changes. The effect of these changes, which 
are still in the early experimental stage, has yet to be 
seen. That they will have a profound and far-reaching 
influence rippling out far beyond the industries which 
come under national ownership and management is certain 
beyond any shadow of doubt. With the State in control 
of coal and electricity, of labour and building, of imports 
and credit, all the normal processes of industrial ad- 
ministration, instead of having free play, are subject to 
extraneous influences and prohibitions which make any- 
thing in the nature of an expansive policy incalculable, and 
extremely difficult. 


It is true that the war has left the world in a state of 
disorganization and that many things are in abnormally 
short supply. But all experience goes to show that, if 
industry were given reasonable freedom to organize its 
supplies, its labour, and its rebuilding, the process of 
reconversion would be greatly accelerated without detri- 
ment to other urgent measures of reconstruction. 


A Company with a nationwide organization can speak 
with the authority of experience on problems of centralized 
control. There is one fundamental distinction between 
such an organization as ours with its nerve centre at 
Nottingham and the system of control operated from 
Whitehall. We recognize the importance of decentraliza- 
tion, of entrusting to responsible managers on the spot the 
power to take local decisions. Such delegation of powers 
is not—and indeed cannot—be operated from Whitehall. 
A Statutory Order is as inflexible as the law of Medes and 
the Persians, and however unsuited to local or temporary 
conditions it cannot be adjusted or modified. Of all the 
arguments that are advanced against  nationaliza- 
tion of industries, none, it seems to me, is more conclusive 
than this inherent defect of universality and _ rigidity 
which inevitably paralyses action and _ represses 
initiative. 





In my comments on the Pension Funds, I alluded to the 
degree of inflation which has already been established. 
Whether you call it inflation or not, every one who enjoyed 
an income before the war is only too well aware that what is 
left of a pound after the tax collector has been at it buys 
less of nearly everything than it did in 1938. 


The primary factor in increased prices—or decreased 
money values—is taxation direct and indirect. According 
to returns made in the Treasury’s annual report on National 
Income and Expenditure (Cmd. 6784) the proportion of 
the national income paid away in rates and taxes last year 
as compared with 1938 was approximately doubled. That 
is a stupendous fact. On top of that comes the rise in 
costs due to wage increases which chase taxation and rising 
prices. In the light of all this monetary confusion, it is 
impossible to establish an accurate standard of comparison 
with the past or to arrive at any reliable estimate about the 
future. We have some distance to go before we are on 
solid ground. That, I think, is the most appropriate 
comment I can make upon the present situation of the 
Company under a financial regime that is as yet far from 
stable.
